Big Money In Poverty... 


A press dispatch from Washington quotes 
Congressman William H. Ayres, Ohio, a 
senior member of the House Education and 
Labor Committee, as describing the Office of 
Economic Opportunity as a huge bureaucracy 
creating a "fantastic leakage in funds intended 
to help the poor," 

Congressman Ayres told the House that 
Sergeant Shriver's 7,484 permanent employees 
cost the taxpayers in salary alone $53, 489, 000. 
‘More than fifteen hundred of these poverty- 
fighting employees draw annual salaries of more 
than $10,619 each, greater than the basic pay 
of an Army colonel with more than fourteen 
“years of service. Twenty-five of these poverty- 
fighters will be paid more than Gen. West- 
moreland, who leads the United States forces 

- in Vietnam (about $23,000). Five of these anti- 
poverty fighters will get more than the $26, 000 

‘paid to the United States Commissioner of Ed- 
ucation, 

Inaddition, there are more than one thousand 

‘ non-federal community action employees whose 
salaries are paid from federal funds, who are 
receiving $10,000 a year or more, and two 
hundred of these are paid $15,000 a year or 
more, 

Ayres said, ‘The word has gotten around 

- among civil servarits in Washington that the big 
money isin poverty." Ayres added, "Few know 
how big it is." 

We don't know how the poor are faring, but 
the bureaucrats certainly are feasting, ---

Michigan's Department of Conservation has the “help 


wanted" sign out to recruit park rangers and forest fire 
lookouts for the 1967 season, 

Persons hoping to land one of these jobs have until 5 
P.m,, November 7, to apply through the Department of 
Civil Service in Lansing. Those who meet minimum 
qualifications will be eligible to take written tests 
December 10 from which passing candidates are to be 
selected to fill the positions, 

Applicants for both types of seasonal employment, 
which pay a bi-weekly starting salary of $189.60, must 
be at least 18 years old by June 30, 1967, Park ranger 
candidates are required to have high school degrees or 
equivalent educational standing. Those who expect to 
eam their high school diplomas by next June may also 
apply. 

Openings for park rangers are located throughout the 
state, Successful candidates for these positions will be 
on the Conservation Department's work roster sometime 
within the March-to-November period. 

The exact length of their employment will range from 
2 1/2 to 7 months andin most cases {t will carry through 
Labor Day or longer, 

There are 60 positions in the Department's seasonal 
work force of forest fire lookouts for 1967, Only ap 
plicants who can serve during the entire period from April 
to November will be considered for hiring.

By the turn of the century Michigan loggers no 


longer had their pick of magnificent whice

heights.of mote than ‘150 feet, with the first 


branches some 75 feet above the. ground. Gone 


was the virgin timber, often called cork pine 


because its logs floated high in the water dur- 


ing the drives. But in northwestern lower Mich- 
igan there were still billions of board feet in 
younger timber—mixed hardwoods and conifers— 
to be cut, 


And, now that it was joined by two small 
railroads to three major rail arteries, East 


Jordan began to bustle. By 1906 it was a commu-

nity of 2500 souls, and had two large sawmills 
a large cooperage Factory, a hardwood flooring 
plant, a lumber dressing plant, a shingle mill, 
a latch mil], two wood-working establishments, a 
brass and iron foundry, a brickyard, a large 
Flouring mill, and a creamery, Despite sandy 
soil and a short growing season, some of the 
cleared land roundabouts was being put to pro- 
fitable use for livestock, grain, and fruit 
trees, 

Associated with EJ&S President and General 
Manager W. P, Porter were Charles L, Ames, a 
Chicagoan who served as vice-president of the 
railroad, and A, H. Frost of East Jordan, who 
was secretary-treasurer. (Both Ames and Frost 
later moved to California, their stock eventu- 
ally passing to heirs.) To build and equip the 
road, East Jordan Lumber Company advanced more 
than $180,000, an obligation which was covered 
by the increase of EJ&S capital stock from 
$12,500 co $250,000 several years after the 
line was completed, 

After buying three second-hand engines be- 
tween 1898 and 1902, the lumber company ordered 
a new Baldwin Mogul for the road in 1903. By 
1920 EJ&S had a roster of Five 2-6-0's, all 


bought new. It usually maintained two or three 
passenger cars, and at the height of its opera- 
cions owned more than 200 units of Freight 
equipment, mostly log cars. 

“Unlike some lumber industry roads, EjaS 
made money during the logging era. Besides 
hauling logs to che mills, as a common carrier 
it originated sizable shipments of finished 
lumber, and handled general commodities to and 
from East Jordan. There were two passenger 
trains each way until the mid-1920’s, when one 
was discontinued, For a while the road moved 
more than 250,000 tons of freight annually, and 
in 1920 its gross revenues exceeded $180, 000— 
an all-cime high. Stemming from the 18.6-mile 
main line were between 7 and 31 miles of log- 
ging spurs—the latter Figure reflecting the 
nature of operations in declining years, when 
the stands of timber hardest to reach were all 
that remained to be cut. 

In 1917 costs rose faster than revenues and 
EJ&S, like many another short-line in that war 
year, surprised itself by losing money. Between 
1906 and 1916, however, the company paid goad 
dividends. Much of the timber was already cut 
off by 1918, according to the team who did the 
1.€.C. valuation of the road in thae year. But 
EJ&S had a perspicacious management and suffi- 
cient money on hand to set up a depreciation 
reserve in 192t, against the time when lumber- 
ing would cease. Careful handling of its fi- 
nances was to stand the road in good stead 
lacer on.

tral connection at Frederic to the South Arm of 


Pine Lake at East Jordan, D&C stretched for 42 
long miles across lands whose principal yield 
was timber, The year after it reached East Jor- 
dan D&C had 55 miles of track, including a 
branch to Blue Lake and other logging spurs 
Ward probably intended to lay track all the way 
to the Lake Michigan town of Charlevoix, at the 
foot of Pine Lake, bue construction stopped a 
short distance northwest of East Jordan. While 
there were logs to haul the Ward line pros- 
pered; by mid-1905, less than four years after 
beginning full operation, it had earned more 
than $75,000. A second passenger run was added, 
but the road was not besieged by ticket-hold- 
ers, and soon went back to one train each way, 

In May. 1907, Michigan Central obtained con- 
trol of D&C through purchase of its entire 
capital stock from che Ward interests. The 
short-line continued to operate independently 
until September, 1916, when ic was merged into 
Cencral, Concurrently D&C’s Valley Branch, a 
logging spur near the Jordan River, was sold to 
East Jordan & Southern for $14,250. 

Central was soon to ponder the wisdom of its 
purchase. The 


is still green (or, perhaps, white) in memory 
But if the storms were costly, the predesti- 
nated collapse of the lumber traffic was to 
prove costlier, By 1930, when New York 
Central consummated its celebrated lease of 
Michigan Central, che branch was in a bad way 
indeed, 

In October, 1930, Michigan Central filed for 
abandonment of the line from East Jordan to 
Marble. MC and EJ&S crossed at Marble, 6.7 
miles south of East Jordan, and interchanged 
cars there. Marble also had a sawmill, but lum- 


bering on a major scale, as Central explained 
to the 1.C.C., had ended abruptly in 1928 

Mixed train accommodations over the old D&C 
line had been discontinued on the last day of 
that year, The lumber Community of Deward (D, 
Ward), 12 miles from Frederic, and once tne 
site of D&C operating headquarters, was fast 
becoming a ghost town, One-fourth of East Jor- 
dan’s population had left to Find employment 
elsewhere. Central train service between Ease

The EastJordanIron Works has not turned 
away a skilled foundry worker in the last 
three or four years. Not since production

Take the Die Out of Diet 
By Cutting Down on Fats 


“Please pass the cholesterol 
... And do nave some more of 
this delicious saturated fat. I 
cooked it especially for you.” 

An impossible dialogue? No, 
but though often told in jest. 
the situation it reflects is real 
enough. 

Each year, more and more 
Americans may be eating their 
way to premature heart 
attacks, the Michigan Heart 
Association says 

This warning is being made 
on the basis of growing scien- 
tific evidence that eating too 
much of the wrong kind of 
fats is causing increased mor- 
tality from heart attack, 

Changes in eating habits are 
in order for all of us, young 
and old, sick and well. 

The underlying process is 
atherosclerosis, a buildup of 
fatty deposits along the inner 
walls of the coronary arteries 
that feed blood to the heart 
muscle. This process, starting 
silently early in life, can sud- 
denly — or slowly — cause a 
block. 

A complete and sudden 
block can cause death; a small 
block can damage that part of 
the heart deprived-cf blood, 
while enough narrowing can 
cause chronic heart disease. 
The tragedy of this disease is 
that it hurts or kills so many 
perfectly good hearts. 

A similar process in the 
brain can cause a stroke, 

What has this all to do with 
what we eat? 

The medical scientists who 
have been on the trail of any 
clues to the causes of athero- 
sclerosis have come up with 
substantial evidence incrimi- 
nating the fats we Americans 
love best -— butter, egys, ice 
cream and prime steaks,

Studies of population groups 
on a world-wide basis have 
disclosed an association be- 
tween blood levels of choles- 
terol and other fats and the 
incidence of heart attack 


Populations with alow blood

Moreover. lahoratory studies 
tend to confirm the statistical 
findings. Scientists have pro- 
duced atherosclerosis and 
even heart atlacks in animals 
by feeding them diets high in 
cholesterol and saturated fats, 
sdys the Michigan Heart Asso- 
cation, a Michigan United 
Fund agency. 

The diets consumed by most 
Americans are not only exces- 
sive in calories, but are also 
high in saturated fats, includ- 
ing cholesterol (solids of ani- 
mal origin) -—- the very foods 
leading to high levels of cho- 
lesterol in the blood. Studies 
have shown, however, that 
high blood cholesterol levels 
in middle-aged American men 


can be brought down signifi- 
cantly by a careful diet. 


In urging all Americans to 
modify their eating patterns, 
the Michigan and the Ameri- 
can Heart Associations empha- 
size the need to make sound 
food habits “a family affair.” 
They advise the public to: 

-- Fat less saturated fat 
usually of animal origin). 
Increase the consumption 
of unsaturated vegetable oils 
and other polyunsaturated 
fats, substituting them for 
animal fats wherever possible, 
-— Eat less food high in cho- 
lesterol, 
--. If overweight, reduce. 
They said that a decade of 


experience has shown no evi- 
dence of any ill effects from 
these dietary modifications. 
Complete returns on their 
value in preventing heart 


attacks are not vet in, but if 
you insist on waiting for the 
last straggling statistic to be

Here, bird hunters, is how pheasant numbers stack up this 
fall for Lower Michigan’s Oct. 20-Nov. 10 season on ring- 
necks. The categories from poor to best do not completely 
reflect hunting opportunities; they simply provide com- 
parisons of pheasant populations from area to area. In 
other words, the ‘'best’’ pheasant areas shown here are not 
necessarily spots where sportsmen will have field days in 
bagging birds. By the same token, some areas with lower 
tingneck numbers are not necessarily poor places for get- Glare Glass 
ting birds. Overall, pheasant numbers are down about 10 
per cent from last year when some 684,000 of the birds x 
were shot. Accounting for most of this is the 37-per cent HUCKLE’S 
drop in the Thumb area, The biggest pheasant slump has ; 
taken place in the tip of the Thumb area where the birds’ 
populations have skidded to a poor level after being among Camera Shop 
the highest in the state only a relatively few years ago.
